torial campaign reflecting upon my 
..honor and integrity. 


"That nails one lie. It was charg- 


ed that I received ten thousand dol- 
lars as a campaign contribution nol 
reported'by me, from the president 
of the Celotex Co. 


"This charge was investigated by 


the Nye committee and found to- be 
itterly false. The lobby story con- 
cained In a metropolitan newspaper 
'came from {he same source. It Is 
of the same character with 
the 


same lack of foundation, and inves 
tigation will disclose 'that it has 
been Instigated by the same malicious 
political- enemies."

Not only the former labor secre- 


tary but his opponents as well were 
cleared of any suggestion of smirch 
but for an the statement was qual- 
ified. 


"Unless the expenditure of more 


than $600,000 in the primary . 
can be construed as in itself consti- 
tuting1 corruption," the committee 
concluded, "in* fairness to Senator 
Davis, as well as the other candi- 
dates In the Pennsylvania senatorial 
election, your committee desires to 
state that the evidence heard by it 
does not disclose any corruption for 
which he may be held personally 
responsible, nor has anything been

Bundesen To 
Remain Out 


Of Contest 


Cook-co Coroner Won't Run 


for Fear Split Will Elect 
Thompson 


Chicago—W)— Dr. Herman

Bundeson, Democratic coroner 
of 


Cook-co, decided today to refrain 
from enterting the mayoral contest 
as an independent lest his candidacy 
split the Democratic vote In favor 
.of Mayor William Hale Thoinpson, 
Republican'nominee.

"In the1 opinion of many good 


"people," Dr. Bundesen sold, hi a state, 
ment today, "if I should enter the 
mayoralty race there would be • a 
grave possibility that, by some, cruel 
twist of'fate, the vote would*-be so 
split that Thompson would < be -re- 
elected. For Chicago's good, that Is a 
risk I cannot, afford to take. Four 
more, years of Thorn psonism would 
be too much to ask even of'such a 
virile city as .Chicago. I have, there- 
fore, decided* that I will not enter 
the race." 


His withdrawal, 
after 
an an 


nouncement a week ago that he had 
decided to run independently, nar- 
rowed the mayoral campaign to a 
duel between "Big^Bill" Thompson 
who seeks a fourth term, and Anton 
J. Cermak, leader of Cock-co Democ- 
racy. 


Several leading: business men and 


political advisors approached Dr. 
Bundesen after his announcement 
last week, suggesting that his entry 
would only insure the mayor's re- 
election. The.situation was compli- 
cated by. the. filing of a citizens tick- 
et nominating him, which Dr. 'Bun- 
desen repudiated and some said was 
inspired by friends of Mayor Thomo- 
son; and by tho announcement of 
anotherjndependent group yesterday 
that th«f coroner had agreed to run. 


Dr. Bundesen .expressed confidence 


In his statement today that he could 
"poll a larger vote than the candi- 
dates of either political party," point- 
ing to hla election as coroner by 1.- 
087,000 votes In 1928, when he led 
even Herbert Hoover, who carried 
Cook-co. 


"If it would help solve Chicago's 


problems,? he 'said, "I should be 
glad to enter the mayoralty race. 
But the paramount need in Chicago 
is the eradication of Thompsonlsm 
and all that It stands-for."

Bombing . Attempt Fails as 


Five Go on Raid—Sec- 


ond Man Wounded 


Chicago—M5)—Five machine gun- 


ners shot and killed one man and 
wounded another early today, but 
failed to explode a huge bomb which 
they tossed, with one of their vic- 
tims, into the basement of a gamb- 
ling 
establishment conducted by 


James Hackett in suburban Blue Is- 
land. 


The victims were William Mayer, 


45, a caretaker at the Haskett place 
and Hilario Rodriguez. Mayer was 
shot to death as iio ran out ot the 
place when his' attention was at- 
tracted^ to shots fired at Rodriguez 
after Rodriguez escaped from the 
basement. P.odrlguez was wounded 
and was taken to a hospital. 


The police viewed the affair as an 


attempt 
by a Chicago gambling 


syndicate to. "muscle Into" Blue Is- 
land gambling territory. 


Rodriguez was standing on a 


street corner, waiting for his wife 
when the five men arrived in an au- 
tomobile. One of them demanded 
his money and- when he pleaded he 
had none he was struck in the face 
with a pistol, which shattered his 
Jaw bone. Another of the five light- 
ed a fuse of the bomb, which con 
tained 15 pounds of dynamite and 
which was made of a steel pipe, 
and tossed it into a coal chute of 
Hackett's place. Two others seized 
Rodriguez and threw him In after 
the bomb. •" 


The bomb, however, failed to ex- 


plode. 
Terror-stricken, 
Rodriguez 


climbed out in" fline to ste the five 
get Into theky.oar. They saw him 
and two of them fired. One bullet 
inflicted a slight wound. 
Then a 


fusillade of bullets felled Mayer and 
the machine gunners sped away in 
their -cars. Firemen filled the base- 
ment with water and retrieved the 
bomb which they said probably did 
not explode because moisture in the 
cellar extinguished the fuse. Had 
it done so -it would have wrecked the 
building., 


Hackett said he knew of no rea- 


son for the attack, but • the police 
held the theory that It resulted'from 
his refusal to join a powerful gamb- 
ling syndicate.

Letter From Washington 


Found In Massachusetts 


Uxbridge, Mass. —W9— A letter 


signed 
"George Washington" and 


written to Col. Burwell Basselt, of 
Richmond, Va., has been made pub- 
lic here by Mrs. Milton F. Fish, 
whose father acquired It during the 
Civil war. 


The missive which discussed tho 


writer's effort to regain his health, 
was Inscribed "Mount Vernon, May 
20lh, '82." 
Whether the last two 


numerals were intended to represent 
"1782" was not clear, but historians 
scouted the possibility that It was 
written by General George Wash- 
ington at that time. 


It was pointed- out that Washing- 


ton made his trip to the West In- 
dies, which was mentioned in the 
letter as being1 contemplated, some 
30 years before that date, or in 1751. 


The letter reads: 
"Mount Vernon, May 20th, '82. 
"The situation of my health, my 


dear sir, being yet in such a state 
as renders father efforts absolutely 
necessary to re-establish it. have by 
tho advice of many physicians, and 
the strenuous interpostion of those 
of my friends -vho have my future 
happiness nt heart, concluded to 
leave thi«i part ot the world an-J

Foreign Minister 


Makes Vigorous Defense 
of His Position 


Paris—(/P)—Tho chamber of dep- 


uties today passed the foreign af- 
fairs budget, 551 to 14, the largest 
vote so far accorded the ministry of 
Premier Pierre Laval. 


Paris— UP)—Arguing that Franco 


German rcapproachment is a dun 
gerous policy for France, Deputy 
Franklin-Bouillon who always ha« 
criticized the Versailles treaty as too 
lenient, opened tho discussion ot the 
foreign affairs budget in the chara 
bcr this afternoon. 


M. Brland defended his 
foreign 


policy vigorously. 


"After tho convulsion of war," he 


said, "must we bo reconciled to the 
fact that countries forever will clash 
with one another? When the oppor- 
tunity for rcapproachment occurs 
one must seize upon it. The fact that 
France was victorious docs not d 
qualify it from Inaugurating such a 
policy." 


Referring to the recent naval ac- 


cord between France, Italy and Great 
Britain, tho veteran foreign minister 
said there was nothing In it to cause 
prejudice to tho general 
disarma- 


ment conference set for next year, 
which ho described as "one of the 
njost Important events In the history 
of tho world." 


Reverting to Germany, Mr. Brland 


admitted that Germany had a right 
to affirm her claims hut added that 
this did not mean that all would be 
accepted. 


M. Franklin-Bouillon launched a 


general attack against Foreign Min- 
ister Artlstldo Brland's "too mild" 
policy toward Germany and warned 
his colleagues against what ho de 
clnrcd was German "menace."

Slaughter Purposes Demand 


More Cattle, Calves and 
Sheep Last Year 


More catle. calves, and sheep for 


slaughter and fewer hogs as well as 
dairy cattle for breeding and milk 
production were sold from 'Wisconsin 
farms In 1930. Wisconsin farmers 
sold more sheep during the last year 
than In any year since 1920 and a 
new high record was made In sales 
of cattle to packers and stockyards. 
About one-fourth of 
Wisconsin's 


gross farm Income Is from these 
classes of livestock, according to the 
crop reporting service of the "Wis- 
consin and United States Depart- 
ments of Agriculture at Madison. 


The movement of sheep to market 


totaled 409,885 head In 1930 which 
was an Increase of 10 per cent over 
the marketings of 1929 and 19 per 
cent above the shipments of 1928. 
Shipments of cattle to market during 
1930 amounted to 
339.S57- head as 


compared to 332,638 in 1929. 
This 


was an increase of about 2 per cent 
The number of calves marketed from 
Wisconsin farms during the last year 
Increased about 5 per cent, a change 
from S17.S39 In 1929 to 
856,696 in 


1930 which is the largest number 
marketed in any year since 1925. 
Next to cattle and calves, hogs are 
the most Important class of livestock 
sold from Wisconsin. Wisconsin pro- 
ducers shipped 1.759,000 head of hogs 
in 1930 which was a drop of about 
3 per cent from the 1,817,000 shipped 


in 192f. The number of hog* market-| 
ed during the past year was the *ow- 
est in any year since 1925. Our 1930 
dairy cattle shipments to herds of 
other states totaled 55,465 head as 
compared to 78,344 in 19S9. which 
was a decrease of about '28 per cent 
This decline in shipments of dairy 
cattle has been brought about large- 
ly because of decreased purchasing 
power of farmers as a result of low. 
er farm prices as well as lower milk 
prices which reduced the demand for 
dairy cows. 


Since the American meat packing 


industry is mostly located In the 
Middle West. Wisconsin has excellent 
livestock markets.. Milwaukee, Chi- 
cago, and St. Paul receive by far the 
largest share ot our cattle, calves, 
and sheep {or slaughter. These three 
markets got 90 per cent o* the cattle, 
87 per cent of the calves, and 93 per 
cent of the sheep in 1930. Our hogs 
were marketed largely at the 
five 


markets of Milwaukee, 
Chicago, 


Madison. Cudahy. and South 
St. 


Paul. While these markets received 
the bulk of our livestock shipments, 
sheep from the state were actually 
sold on 13 different markets, calves 
on 15, hogs on 16, and cattle on 19 
markets.

person would have a cold.

Good work, son. Maybe we can 


persuade your professor to serve on 
the committee of scientific experts 
to conduct the experiment of ap- 
plying mercury, arsenic, or-whatever 
poisons or substances they wish, to 
my skin, in the attempt to prove 
that an unbroken skin will absorb 
something.

Boost That Grain by 20 
Million Bushels 


Madison—Stocks of feed grain on 


Wisconsin farms 
are larger now 


than they were a year ago. Because 
of a rather large oat crop In 1930 
the stocks of oats are estimated to 
be nearly twenty 
million bushels 


higher than they were at the begin- 
ning of 1930. 
Supplies of barley 


are also estimated to be rather large. 
Corn and hay stocks are only about 
average, according to the crop re- 
porting office of the Wisconsin and 
United States departments of ag- 
riculture at Madison. 


Feeding began earlier than usual 


last fall because the dry weather 
greatly reduced pastures. On tho 
other hand the present winter has 
been unusually mild and it has been 
easier to winter livestock. Feeding 
requirements during a mild winter 
are- somewhat less than 
in other 


years. Demand for commercial feeds 
has been less than usual and accord- 
ing to the United States Bureau of 
Airrlcultural Economics 
prices on 


commercial feed stuffs during this 
winter have been at the lowest level 
sinco before the war. 
This fa at- 


tributed principally to slow demand 
arising out of lower farm prices and 
reduced farm income as well as the 
milder weather. 


The outlook for feedstuffs for the 


remainder of this season will con- 
tinue to be influenced by the reduc- 
ed demand, according to the Annual 
Outlook Report of the United States 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics. 
Prices of by-product feeds are ex- 
pected then to continue the present 
low levels during the remainder of 
this winter season because of the 
material reduction in Income of those 
who normally buy feeds. Unusually 
severe winter weather during the 
late winter and spring, low carry- 
ing capacity of spring pastures, or 
poor condition of early feed grain 
crops might strengthen the market 
and bring about some advance.

Today, with the prices of dairy 


products down, only the most econ 
omical producing cows are return- 
Ing their owners a profit and it is 
that type of cow that must be se- 
lected a* the foundation for the 
profitable herds In the years that 
lay ahead. 
. Right, aow la in excellent "me to 
build a good dairy herd, but to do 
it intelligently dairymen must look 
ahead, .bearing to mind that prices 
are apt to continue low, and select 
and breed -from those 
individuals 


that can return their owners a pro- 
fit in spite of low prices, he be- 
lieve*. - 


High prices during the past few 


years covered up the Inefficiency of 
the poor cow. but now with prices 
down, that type of cow is easily de- 
tected when under test, and should 
be taken out of the herd in order 
to build up a herd that will produce 
profitably during the coming years. 
The herd that can return a profit 
during low prices certainly will re- 
turn greater profits should prices 
go up. 
Steps In testing for 
production 


which dairymen can take in building 
a more efficient herd are better 
feeding, followed by a culling of the 
low producers, and then breeding 
only from the higher producing In 
dividual*. 


The selection of the sire 
that 


heads tho herd is equally Impor- 
tant and must be done with groat 
care for- tho ancestry of these sires 
will determine quite largely what he 
will do. and as an individual ho 
must be well grown and healthy.

Not Much Larger Than Manhattan

millions of miles from the earth.

Cambridge, Mass.—OP)—The tiny 


planet Bros is shaped like a flash- 
light—a long, cylindrical world. 


He may even have the form of a 


dumb-bell, and if so Is "Dumb-bell 
the First" in the planetary family. 


His elongated- shape is the first 


major discovery of the present ap- 
proach of the tiny planet, a visit 
lasting until the end of. February. 
It is a shape that baa been suspect- 
ed for years. 


Beyond the general Tproportlons— 


length 25 to 29 miles, breadth 8-to 
10 mllesr—announced at Harvard ob- 
servatory, the details are unknown. 
His. general proportions resemble 
the map' of NeW York City. Man- 
hattan Jsland, and are not' much 
larger. 
The question of dumb-bell shape 


—a detail that may await the bigger 
telescopes of 1975 when Eros next 
comes very close—is based upon 
certain scientific theories. 


This form might be considered an 


example of arrested "fission." This 
Is a method of star division, where- 
by a rotating liquid or semi-liquid 
body, first flattens at its equator, 
then becomes pear-shaped, then a 
dumb-bell, with one knob much the 
smaller and finally separates into 
two stars whirling about each, other. 


The theory that he may be al- 


ready broken in two has been pub- 
lished In.Europe during.the present 
series of inspections. 


The peculiar shape of Eros might 


also be accounted fbr on the -well 
known scientific hypothesis that he 
is one of the fragments of a broken 
planet that once revolved between 
the orbits of Mars and Jupiter. > 
More than 1,000 of these frag- 


ments already have been identified 
and named. Some are as big as the 
British Isles'. Most seem circular, 
but others, like Eros, are" suspected 
of being Irregular fragments. 


This suspicion Is due to the way 


they reflect light. Eros Is .believed 
to be whirling end- over end, pointed 
like a thrown knife with, his sharp 
end toward earth. When seen end- 
on he reflects little light,'but when 
his full -length stands across the 
sky he reflects much more. 


The Harvard figures, based upon 


these light fluctuations, give his ro- 
tation period as five hours, 16 min- 
utes and 12.94 seconds. That is a

Tet the January 
health record, according to the sta- 
tisticians of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance company, la not & bad 
one, the mortality rate among the 
company's millions of Industrial 
pollcyholders being only 5.3 per 
cent in excess of that for the prev- 
ious January, which was the low- 
est ever registered in

first 


month of the year. It was lower 
than that for the month of January 
in 1929, 1926. 1924, 1923 and 1920. 
Among the 
company's Industrial 


pollcyholders In Canada, the Janu- 
ary mortality rate this year was 
actually 12-3 per cent lower than 
the same month in 1930. 


Reports relating to the general 


populations of twenty states of the 
United States, received by the In- 
surance company, show that 14.454 
cases of Influenza were 
reported 


during January, as compared with 
only 4,273 in December, 1930. The 
rise was general throughout 
the 


country, but the Atlantic Coast was 
affected most seriously, with .the 
more noteworthy Increases occurlng 
in New Jersey; Maryland and South 
Carolina.
